Senate Votes To Permit 
U.S. Ships Sail Any Seas

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.— 


(AP)—The Senate voted 50, 
to 37 last night to amend the’! 
|neutrality act so that United | 
States ships may mount guns | 
for their protection and sail 
through any seas and to any 
ports, including combat 
zones and the harbors of bel- 
ligerent nations. 
It took this action at the end of 
a long day and evening of tense 
and sémetimes dramatic debate, 
which found the opposition to the 
Roosevelt foreign policy making a 
last-ditch stand against legislation 
which it frequently called a pre- 
lude to war. 
The measure now goes back to

As originally passed by the house, 
the revision resolution called only 
for the arming of American ships. 
Permission to enter combat zones 
and belligerent ports was added by 
the Senate.

CONSCIENTIOUS 

I have put in four years of the 
most conscientious service to the

There has been no effort too great 
or demand too heavy on my time | 
and energy 

Some people say the mayor is only 
a figure-head and that the aldermen 
do the work. Bless my soul, anyone 
who is the head of a big business 15 
not a figure-head. It is not logical 
that a man who heads the biggest 
business in the city is only a figure- 
head. It doesn’t sound reasonable. 

They say they want a change.

The numbers 
paplying for telephones is increas- 
ing and we may have to do much 
more to meet the demand,

ment to a resolution, moved by 


Alderman Ovilvie and seconded by 
Alderman Bisset, to bring the old 
age pensioners under the cost-of- 
livire bonus. If vou are going to do 
anything for old age pensioners, | 
now is the time ta do it.

The division of cost of the old 
age pension is as follows: Dominion | 
government 75 per cent; provincial |

$25,000 a year and therefore a 50 
per cent increase would add to the 
total cost $12,500. But we want to 
try and give the pensioners some

CIVIC RETIREMENT 

In the civic service men are put | 
on the retirement list when they | 
reach 65 and women when they 
reach 60. Recently the city council 
adopled ag resolution advocating 
that all those on the retiremeni 
age should be carried on the active 
list until the end of the war. 


That is dishonest. The young 
employees have paid regularly 
into the retirement fund, If my 
memory serves correct, they pay 
four per cent of their salaries and 
they have reason to expect the 
older ones to move out when they 
reach 65 years and let the young- 
er ones move in. 


Pursuant to my announced policy 
of discussing each day some phase 
of civic administration, I propose 
this evening to deal with the ques- 
tion of the increased cost of living 
and what policy should be adopted 
by the city in dealing with it. 

That the cost of living has in- 
creased no one will question. To 
meet this situation the Dominion 
government has established a pol- 
icy which involves payment by 
certain employers of what is called 
the cost of living bonus. That 
policy has been made obligatory on 
all large employers of labor and its 
adoption has been strongly urged 
upon all the smaller employer's 
However, all provincial and muni- 
cipal administrations have been 
exempted or excluded from the 
operation of the regulations 


WAGE POLICY 

The policy involves two fypda- 
mental provisions, 

They are: first, that all wage 
scales shall be frozen at the Oct. 15 
level and that no increases or 
bonuses be paid to anyone when no 
change of responsibilities is involv- 
ed; that all employees receiving 
less than $2,100 a year be paid a 
cost-of-living bonus based on the 
increased cost of living as calcu- 
lated by the governnient statisti- 
cians. The method of determination 
of the bonus is that each employee: 
| be paid 25 cents per week for each 
point of increase in the cost-of-liv- 
ing over the pre-war cost. These 
bonuses are to be adjusted every 
three months. k 

Let us ex@mine the city's position 
in the light of these facts. We have, 
like mos provincial and municipal 
administrations, agreements with

Canada’s debt increased last year 
$377,431,801. The total expenditure 
amounted to $1,249,601,446. The bal- 


ance was met by taxation and income 
from revenue-producing investments 
Roughly, one dollar out of each four 
spent was borrowed, the other three 
paid out of current national income 
Judged by any standard, that is a good 
showing for a war year, particularly 
good for a year when there were no 
fixed or fixable limits to the outlay on 
war account. 

This ratio, it has been stated offic- 


jally, is being maintained during the 
present year. While expenditure is 
heavier, increased taxation has been 


imposed to take care of a proportionate 
amount of the increase. To maintain 


this three-to-one division of costs is a 
primary object of the war finance 
policy. Thus far it has been done 
seemingly with the positive approval 


of the public, since there is no clamor 
for less taxing and more borrowing 
This is of ultimate importance.

The Nazis are digging in the 
Leningrad and Moscow fronts, re- 
ports from both sides can be trusted 
digging in apparently for a winter of 
stalemate on those sectors. But to the 
south they have overrun the Crimea 
and laid siege to Sevastopol, a definite 
and potentially important territorial 
gain. It is in the direction of the Cau- 
casus, if appearances mean anything, 
that the high command plans to stage 
what winter operations may be possible 
on the eastern front.

But the outstanding event of this 
twentieth week was not the Nazi ad 
vance into the Crimea. It was the 
speech of Premier Stalin broadcast 
over the Moscow radio. 

If the reports from the fighting 


lines have to be read with due regard 
to possible inaccuracies or to a desire 
for effect, there was nothing uncertain 
or obscure about this statement as to 
how the campaign is going and will go 
Stalin was positive, confident, defiant, 
in his declaration that Russia will not 
be beaten and that the whole Axis 
structure is heading for collapse 

He was equally plain in pledging 
Russia to the liberation of the nations 
which have been crushed, and to leav- 
ing these nations free after the war to 
choose their own systems of govern- 
ment and social set-ups. 

Germany and its conscripted allies 


have lost, the Russian leader said, 4,- 
500,000 men, dead, wounded and cap- 


tured; against Russian losses totalling 
less than half this figure. The morale 
of the Russian army was declared to 
be “infinitely” higher than that of the 
enemy, and the nation behind the army 
more solidly united than it has ever 
been. 

This, Stalin stated, is a war of de- 
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| struction in which Russian resources so | 


} 


far outmatch those of the enemy that 
victory is certain. The Nazis had 
launched a campaign of “massacre and 
plunder,” to which the outcome would 
be their own annihilation 

The timeliness of this authoritative 
survey is not less important than 
contents. It is a ringing declaration 
of confidence sent out when as yet the 
territorial gains have all been on the 
Side of the Nazis. Russia is not beat- 
en and cannot be beaten, that is the 
heartening word sent out to the dem- 
ocracies, and to all people everywhere 
who know the threatened “new order” 
to be nothing but the age-old order of 
tribal and personal slavery

OTTAWA.—-Canada ha rel ely 
few plants that can make an army k 
a tank, an™airplane or a corvette, but it 
has many smal] machine shops or mair 
tenance shops of industria! plants that can 
make one or two parts for an army truck 
or some fitting required for a tank or war- 
ship. The job of mobilizing the small shops 
for wat work is being co-ordinated by a 


special branch of the munitions and supply 
department, formed late in August. 
Calling F. L. Jeckell, director- 
general the branch, which goes by the 
name of industry and sub-contract co- 
ordination branch, we discovered that 
rapid progress is being made but that the 
statistics of what has been actually ac- 
complished are far béhind the work itself 
It is impossible to say how much of the 
industrial war effort can be handled in 
small shops, simply because the proportion 
varies with almost every item in the list

Recently a $200,000 slice of a big war 
contract in Trenton, N.S., the maritime

resources located in Winnipeg into play 
in the general war effort.

It has take some time, not only 
in Canada but also in Britain and the 
U.S.A., to educate industry to regard the 
small man outside as part of the plant, 
who needs not only a blueprint to work 


industry 


by, but also advice and assistance in 
achieving a high standard of work 
Some Canadian war contractors are 


now employing an outside superintendent, 
in charge of sub-contracts. 

The small shop is being listed by the 
sub-contract office, so that the work can 
be placed where it can be handled best. 
One of the unwritten rules is not to give 
small ordefs where new machines would 
have to be installed. 

The shortage of machine tools is too 
recent for that. 

The bits and pieces program is a 
partial answer to the danger of concen- 


trating all skill and facilities of war 
industry in Ontario and Quebec, One 
objective is to have orders ready for 
plants that have been ordered or forced 
out of civilian production, so that no 
unemployed gap will arise. 

Unlike Britain, our bits and pieces 


program is not a hedge against bombing, 
but it is a hedge against consumer industry 
casualties brought about by transfer to

I have never been England. Not 
when April was there, in any other 
month. I have never gone “Down to Kew 
Lilac time.” I have never “Come up 
from Somerset,” nor holidayed in “Sussex 
the Sea.” It has never been my good 
fortune to d on a Channel foreland at 
dusk and thrill to see “the coastwise lights 
of England, watch the ships of England 
go.” Yet I have a deep admiration for the 
English people—what decent person has 
not?—and an abiding affection for Eng-

land. And that, to me, seemed odd 
It is from books and pictures that I 
know the English cliffs and downs; the 


lanes and hedges: the cottages and gar- 
dens; the cathedrals and the little wayside 
inns. Ready to hand on my bookshelf are

“The Call of England.” But they are for 
people who already know and love that 
land, They do not explain ME. 

What then, I asked myself, is this Eng- 
land? Old Gaunt has told us that it is 
“A precious stone set in the silver sea.” 
But that is begging the question. Why is it 
precious to a third generation Canadian? 
And, anyway, there are other and lovelier 
stones set in seas of blue and coral, Per- 
haps, then, my affection is for “That little 
body with a mighty heart.”

And so, 
through Angles, Saxons, Jutes, Danes and 
Romans, to that far-off year of 55 B.C., 
when our known history begins with 
Julius Caesar.

Yes; more, perhaps, than in any 
other country in the world. For where 
else will you find traditions so long hal- 
lowed? What other race peoples every 


ruined cathedral with its ghostly priest? 
Every ruined monastery with its spectral 


monk? Every ruined castle with its phan- 
tom knight? What other people so sym- 
bolizes its leaders? As an outlandish 
collar, a pipe, an umbrella, a cigar? She 
mingles romance with affection in her 
names, She thrills to the memory of her 
Iron Duke; her Chinese Gordon; her Little 
Bobs of Kandahar; her Lawrence of 
Arabia; her Kitchener of Khartoum.

Entrancement

“V. V." players uve a term ealied 
“in the system.” Whenever the 
original bidder and his partner ine 
dicate by their bids that the come 
bined hands hold six of the high 
cards, they are “in the system.” For 
example, if the original bidder 
bids one heart and partier responds 
with one no trump, the tombined 
hands have six of the high eards, 
and they are “in the system.” 

When “V. V.” players are in the
